ORDERED  that  the  Secretary  shall  transmit  one  copy  of  the  papers  through  diplomatic 
channels  to  the  Russian  Federation  and  shall  send  to  the  clerk  of  the  court  a  certified  copy  of  the 
diplomatic  note  indicating  when  the  papers  were  transmitted.
